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3 PLEAD GUILTY TO CHARGE 
OF SELLING LIQUOR 
TO MINORS 


Guilty pleas were entered in police | 
court Saturday morning by three de- | 


fendants charged with the sale of al- 
coholic beverages to minors. 

This was the conclusion of the case 
which originated several days ago when 
Ed Paugh and Bert Quimby were pro- 
secuted under the new statute in Sec- 
tion 61 of the liquor control act whieh 
makes it a misdemeanor for minors to 
purchase liquor. 

The three who pleaded guilty were 
Fritz Nothern, J. E. Green and C. E. 
Bateman. All were fined $10 each 


and in Nothern’s case a probationary , 


period of thirty days was imposed, at 
the conclusion of which, it is under- 
stood, he may apply to have the case 
stricken from the record. 
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“SECOND DILLINGER GANG" 
STALKED BY G-MEN 
IN MIDDLE WEST

WASHINGTON (lP)—Depredations of 
a marauding three-man gang, which 
boasted that it would “put Dillinger in 
the shade,” have sent a squad of fed- 
eral agents into the Middle West to 
search gangland haunts which once 
harbored the Hoosier desperado. 


Dillinger, the gang’s chosen counter- 
part, fell before the guns of federal 
agents July 22, 1934, in an alley beside 
the Biograph theatre in Chicago—the 
end of a long trail of criminal exploits 
in the Middle West. 

” Federal agents do not seeg the gang- 
sters—Alfred Brady, 26, alleged leader 
of the “second Dillinger gang;” James 
Dalhover, 30; and Clarence Lee Shaf- 
fer, Jr., 20—for the three murders which 


police allege they committed to escape | 


apprehension. 


Instead, the fugitives face a federal 
charge of transporting the $35,000 loot 
of a jewelry store robbery at Lima, O., 
March 19, 1936, into Indiana. Attorney

fered a $500 reward for information 
leading to the apprehension of each of 
the men. . 

Likewise, Dillinger was not hunted 
by federal agents for any of the mur- 
ders of which he was accused. G-men 
took to his trail only after he had sto- 
len the automobile of Sheriff Lillian 
Holley in his escape from the Crown 
Point, Indiana, jail March 3, 1934, and 
had driven it to Poetone, Ill.—a viola- 
tion of the national motor vehicle theft 
act.

Here is a tip which might keep some 
amateur organization oul of the kind 
'of trouble into which the Montclair 
(N. J.) Operetta Club, a non-profit or- 
ganization engaged in presenting ama- 
teur theatricals, got itself over the 
| production of the operetta, “The Vaga- 
bond King.’ Samuel French, publish- 
ing concern which handles a large 
Share of the plays used by amateurs, 
supplies the details. 


| The Montclair group wanted to pro- 
duce ‘‘The Vagabond King” in 1935 and 
paid royalties for three performance 
to the owners of the professional rights 
instead of to French, owner of the 
amateur rights. This was done under 
the impression that use of professional 
actors and singers, orchestra and di- 
rector made it a professional produc- 
tion. French sued and Judge William 
Clark of the U. S. district court for 
New Jersey has handed down a de- 
cision for the plaintiff, finding that it 
was an amateur performance and di- 
recting that royalties be paid to Mr 
French. A statement from the pub- 
lishing house says: 

“It is believed that this is the first 
decision of its kind in the English 
| speaking world on this point. It is 
felt that this decision by Judge Clark 
should be instructive to all amateur 
organizations as to the determination 
by amateur groups throughout the 
country as to what constitutes an ama- 
teur performance and aid them in de- 
ciding to whom to apply for rights to 
produce various plays, and determine 
the question that the addition of pro- 
fessionals to a cast, even if the pro- 
fessionals take the lead, does not 
change the status of the production 
from amateur to professional or semi- 
professional but that the organization 
still remains amateur.”

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“DEATH BABY” GAINS STRENGTH; 
HAS GOOD CHANCE TO SURVIVE 
IF SHE LIVES THROUGH DAY

PHILADELPHIA (lP)—The “Death 

Baby” gained in her fight to live today, 
squalling weakly, eating greedily, open- 
ing her back eyes to the light of day. 
Physicians had high hope for her. 
Already she had won the heart of 
her father, Dominic Boccawsini, who, 
before she was born, wanted to con- 
demn her to death with her mother. 
He prayed on his knees before the cof- 


fin of his wife, Mary, 27, whose dead 
body gave up, through a caesarian op- 
eration, the living baby. Then he went 
to the hospital and was charmed by his 
daughter. He said she was to be 
named Fanny. 


Fanny was delivered surgically early 
yesterday in Philadelphia general hos- 
pital, one minute after her mother ex- 
pired of tubercular meningitis. 

At birth her temperature had been 
109.6, which was her mother’s tempera- 
ture at death. By 4:30 a. m. today it 
‘had fallen to 99.6 (rectal). The nor- 
mal mouth temperature was 98.6 and 
the normal rectal temperature is al- 
ways a few fractions higher. Every two 
hours she received from an eye drop- 
per two drams of mother’s milk which 
she drank with apparent relish. She 
still was beneath an oxygen tent made 
of X-ray film as her respiration re- 
mained somewhat uncertain. ¢ 

Dr. John Corbit, the 28-year-old resi- 
dent obstetrician who performed the 
caesarian, believed if she lives through 
today, her survival will be assured.

SAN FRANCISCO (lP—A jury of 
seven men and five women at 1:30 
o’clock Saturday afternoon continued 
to deliberate in the trial of Dr. Claude 
C. Long, his wife, Isabelle Long, and 
his office nurse, Mrs. Anne Fisher, 
charged with murder in the death of

The trial resulted in charges by 
Perry Arganbright, husband of the vic- 
tim, that he was approached at a mor- 
tuary while arranging his wife’s fun- 
eral, and told that there would be 
“plenty of money” in it if he would 
drop prosecution. 

A juror charged, also, that he had 
been approached and told it would be 
worth his while if he saw that the 
“proper verdict’ was brought in.

The tragic death of little Jimmie 
Bonham by accidental shooting Sun- 
day morning caused much sorrow in 
our community and deep sympathy for 
his parents and brother and sisters, 

Mr. and Mrs. Bonham with their two 
sons, Billie and Jimmie, were in Kel- 
sey for the week-end to prepare their 
former home for new tenants. It be- 
ing Jimmie’s eighth birthday, he was 
een @ .22 gun which he wished most 
of all. 


He had been shooting during the 
morning and returned to get a drink 
at the electric pump which had been 
overhauled that morning. No one saw 
the accident but his older brother who 
sat on the porch reading. He heard the 
shot and looked: up to see his little 
brother lying on the ground. In the 
excitment that followed it could not 
be determined just what happened but 
it is thought the gun was leaning 
against a tub and Jimmie, in reaching 
for it might have pulled the hammer 
against some object that caused the 
discharge. The bullet entered under 
the jaw coming out of the top of his 
head. 


The Bonham family bought the 
James Kelly property some years ago, 
lived for two years here where little 
Jimmie started school with his brother, 
the older girl, Nita, attending high 
school in Placerville. 

They returned to Sacramento two 
years ago, coming back and forth to 
Kelsey occasionally to attend to their 
property which was rented.
